Thirteen Negroes were hanged at 

Fort Sam Houston at 7: 17 o'cloclc this 
morning tor complicity in the riot at 
Houston August 23. 

The announcement of action on the 
oourt-marttal's .verdict was made at 
Southern department headquarters at 
9 o'ohick bf "^the chief of staff, who 
also gave out a formal statement In 
which the names of the men sentenced 
to life Imprisonment were given. 

Only army offlcers and Sheriff John 
Tobin, of Bezar county were present 
when the sentence was carried out by 
aoldiera from the peat 

No newspaper men or civilian ipeo- 
tatora were allowed, the time and 
place of execution having been kept 
a secret. 

Of the .sixty-three men tried by the 
tame court-martial, forty-one were 
sentenced to life imprisonment. One 
man waa sentenced to dishonorable 
disoharge from the army, forfeiture of; 
all day and allowances and to be con- 
fined at hard labor for two and a half 
years. Three were sentenced to be 
(.ishonorably discharged from the 
army, forfeit all pay and allowances 
and be cpnflned at hard labor for two 
years. Five were acquitted.

It's aU very fine, in theory, to declare absolute equality of all i ture 'm'm depirtirg""i~cident's'of her 
men, and act on that principle to (be radicul extent of abolishing ' mad Kins l.ndwig'H erratic earecr in 
jrank, authority and capital. It's all very well to put laud, iudus- the actual scenes of tlielr enactment 
tries and other forma of wealth in the hands of the masaea, and turn 
the experts out of their jobs, as the Amerioan I. W. W. have long 
wanted to do. 

But somehow, when ignorant amateurs are put in charge of ev- 
erything, things don't go on as before. The factories don't produec 
as usual. Tho railroads don't run as usual. The economic maeUm- 
ery slows up. And after a while, when the people get suffioieutly 
hungry and cold and miserable, they acquire a new comprehension 
of the uses of authority, of government, of trained managerial minds 
in all departments of life. 

And they are likely to find, when they come to their senses, that 
orderly administration by men of superiod experience atad ability is 
not at all incompatible with democratic freedom. The only essential 
thing is to have the ablest minds representing the nation, and wdrk- 
for the public welfare instead ol' their own selfish interests. 

Russia will yet learn this lesson. She may learn it sooner than 
the world expects. The BolAeviki are— in a quite unintentional 
m^er— admirable teachers. ^ . 



Much confusion was caused by the original announcement tliiil 
the government inteded placing an embargo on the shipment of 
"nonessential produets." Also much discontent. It was recosinzcd 
that the piirposc was legitimate — ^the government wanted to end the 
railroad blockade and^naure the prompt movemjent of commodities 
needed for the war and for the fundamental needs of the public. But 
what are "nonessentialat" 

A list aiming at completeness might run into thousands of items, 
and few men would agree on half of them. Any pr()liil)itt>d list world 
\aronB.e endless controversy and bitterness. It might hinder important 
manufactures, and operate as a sort of blacklist arbitrarily checking 
the ptiblic demand for legitimate commodities. 

The government has wisely withdrawn its tentative list of non- 
essentials and has decided to tackle the problem from the other end, 
It is now concentrating its attention on tre essentials, and letting thi 
rest take care of themselves. Tiiat is a much wiser way, because the 
big essentials ate so iinicli fweer in number that they are more easily 
dealt with, and because this positive method is fairer to all concerned. 

It makes no invidious distinction liy pointing out chewing gum or 
jewelry or plate glass or porch swings or iulaid furniture or anything 
else as a nonessential, for whose manufacture no coal must be de- 
livered, or for whose transportation no cars must be provided. It 
simply states that priority or precedence in supplying fuel or rail- 
road cars must be given to government supplitt), f<K)d, household 
needs, public utilities, munition plants, steel plants, etc. And after 
the few primary requisites are taken care of, the fuel administration 
and the priority board will extend the list according to their best 
judgment. 

At best, many industries will sufi:'er, and great numbers of con- 
sumers will be inconvenienced. But there would be a far greater to- 
tal of suffering and inconvenience i^ the government did not adopt 
some such method of preferentuil shipping. Everybody concerned 
should acquiesce as cheerfully as possible. At a time like this, we 
cannot expect 'business as usual". War is our business, and every- 
thing must be adjusted on a vyar basis.
